The  fear  is  that,  with  or 
without  the  letter  [sent  by  U.S.  Secretary  of  State  Hillary  Clinton 
to  reinforce  there  will  be  technology  transfer],  the  U.S.  sells  but 
does  not  deliver  all  the  order...."
